Starting this week, 
the Red Line may 
become the “Dread 
Line” for some North 
Side riders. 

On Friday, the 
CTA will close the 
Granville stop in 
Edgewatcr for up to 
six weeks as part of 
its program to rehab 
seven of the most 
deplorable stations 
on the North Side 
Red Line. 

Granville is the first of seven stations to 
close, and the CTA is encouraging riders to 
use the Thorndale stop, which is less than 
half a mile away, or the Ix)yola stop, which is 
about half a mile away. 

The station closure likely will bring slower 
trains. The area around the Granville stop 
already is under slow zone, according to a 
map posted this month to the CTA website. 
More than 20 percent of Red Line track is 
under slow zone— second to the Brown Line 
in terms of lines with the highest percentage 
of these zones. 

About 4,000 riders use the Granville stop 
each weekday and if they so choose, they will 
be joining about 3,000 riders who use the 
Thorndale stop on weekdays or 5,500 riders 
who use the Loyola stop, according to March 
ridership statistics from the CTA. The sta- 
tion is expected to reopen July 13. 

During this time, the CTA said it will paint 
the station’s viaduct and improve the lighting 
under it. Also on the agenda: new windows, 
doors, stationhouse lighting and bike racks. 

The CTA plans to make similar improve- 
ments to the other six stations. Under this 
project, the agency is set to close the Morse

stop June 29, the Thorndale andArgyle stops 
in August, the Berwyn and Lawrence stops in 
October and the Jarvis stop in November. 

A CTA spokesman said the Granville stop 
was picked to go first because of scheduling. 

The Granville stop suffers from a lack of 
lighting and a platform that’s too narrow, but 
it is not the most disgusting station on the 
north side of the Red Line — that distinction 
likely goes to the Sheridan stop in Lakeview 
or Uptown’s Wilson stop, the three-time win- 
ner of Going Public’s Crust Station contest, 
which names the most repugnant station 
based on reader feedback. 

The CTA has an idea to transform the Wil- 
son stop into a transfer station with access 
to the Purple Line Express . The agency said 
it also plans to make improvements to the 
Sheridan stop. 

In other Red Line news, the Chicago 
Department of Transportation said it is set 
to begin overhauling the Clark /Division stop 
on the Near North Side on July 1. The station 
will remain open during the rehab, which 
includes mezzanine work.

CHILD’S PLAY 


Growing up is sooo overrated— at least when Millennials need a nostalgia fix

Red and yellow rubber balls whiz back and forth 
across the gymnasium at Blaine Elementary 
School in Lakeview, smacking against the pol- 
ished cinder-block walls and stinging exposed 
arms and legs. 

No, this is not an afternoon gym class full of 
third-graders. These are grown men and women 
chucking balls at one another— and paying for 
the privilege as part of the Chicago Sport and 
Social Club’s adult dodge ball league. 

Steve Ilealy, 28, of Noble Square has been 
playing for the past five years. 

“It was almost a joke at first,” he said, “but 
now actually a lot of my friends have come from 
playing dodge ball.” 

Teammate Mike Vertucci, 32, of Evanston, 
said nostalgia initially drew him to the league, 
but it’s become more than that. 

£ Tve been playing for so long now that I don’t 
think about it like that,” he said. “I definitely 
play more now than T did in grade school, but 
that’s because Em no good at real sports.” 

Count them both among the growing ranks 
of young professionals in Chicago and across 
the country who are eager to relive their child- 
hood through organizations, events and other 
activities that tap into the fond memories they 
have of the ’80s and ’90s. 

Organizers at Chicago Sport and Social Club 
have registered six times as many dodge ball 
teams this year as they did in 2009, but they’re 
not the only ones offering up a slice of childhood 
to the hungry masses. Grown-up proms, like 
the ones hosted by Chicago nonprofit 826 Chi, 
regularly sell out and feature wacky themes such 
as “Prom Hanks” or “Keep Promme and Carry 
On,” There are even adult summer camps, such 
as the ones hosted by Singles Travel Service in 
Connecticut, which offer Millennials another 
swing at mastering balloon toss and arts and 
crafts. 

It’s easy to dismiss all this as one generation’s 
desperate attempt to hold on to the last shreds 


THE ‘NICK’ EFFECT 


Marketing research professionals are 
no strangers to the allure of nostalgia. 
Re-envisioning retro cartoons such as 
“Transformers’’ as blockbuster movies preys 
on the wallets of young professionals who are 
prone to nostalgia. Nickelodeon jumped on the 
bandwagon last summer, when it launched the 
“90s Are All That” programming block featur- 
ing shows from the ’90s like “Kenan and Kel,” 
“Clarissa Explains It All” and “Doug” (right). 

“It was really in response to the audience ” 
Teen Nick General Manager Keith Dawkins 
said. “I think we here at Nickelodeon started 
to recognize that this group of 20-somethings 
were kind of galvanizing the digital space by 
talking about the Nickelodeon that they grew 


up with.” 

Since the block took over from midnight to 
2 a m. in June, ratings have skyrocketed. The 
viewership in that time slot has doubled in 
the past year, and the total daily average of 
Nickelodeon viewers ages 18-34 jumped 
75 percent, according to data provided by the 
network. 

“Nickelodeon was 
one place completely 
committed to the idea 
of where kids rule, 

Dawkins said, “That 
was a really power* 
ful idea for kids at that 
time." T.E. 





of childhood, but experts say the tendency to- 
ward all things throwback is actually part of a 
broader trend of global economic uncertainty 
that has young professionals jonesing for a time 
when their lives were much simpler. 

“People in their late 20s and early 30s are 
experiencing many life transitions,” said Clay 
Routledge, psychology professor at North Da- 
kota State University Routledge has spent the 
last seven years studying the function of nos- 
talgia in the brain, and he says people are most 
prone to nostalgia during periods of high stress 
and uncertainty 

“Our research shows that these sort of un- 
certainties trigger nostalgia because nostalgia 
restores a sense of security and a sense of com- 
fort,” Routledge said. 

Chicago Sport and Social Club president 
Jason Erkes has witnessed this phenomenon 
firsthand. Childhood sports have proven so 
popular in recent years that Erkes is considering 
expanding the options he offers. 

“There’s a huge interest in what we call flash- 
back sports,” he said. “We’ve contemplated 


adding Wiffle ball and bombardment onto the 
list, but right now kickball and dodge ball are 
really popular with young professionals as a 
way to kind of go out and relive that childhood 
memory” 

Mark Braunstcin has known about the power 
of fond memories for a while. To him, it just 
makes sense. That’s why he created a summer 
camp for adults 11 years ago, 

“It’s everything you did as a kid just now do- 
ing it as an adult,” Braunstcin said, “It’s sort of 
an obvious connection to cast it as a time cap- 
sule.” 

The camp in southern Connecticut hosts 
singles in their 20s and 30s during various weeks 
throughout the summer. Campers sleep in cab- 
ins outfitted with bunks, eat in a dining hall, 
play volleyball and make arts and crafts, Rraun- 
stein has seen a steady increase in campers dur- 
ing the past decade, and the camp has spawned 
imitators in the Midwest, 

“Essentially it’s exactly what you would imag- 
ine it to be if you’d been to camp as a child,” 
Braunstcin said.

Family of missing hiker 
awaiting DNA results

'The sister of a Chicago hiker missing since 
October 2010 said it will be about a month 
before authorities in Colorado are able to 
determine whether remains found Friday 
near an abandoned campsite are those of her 
brother. 

James Nelson, 31, of Ravens wood, never 
returned from a five-day, 25-mile hike of the 
I Ioly Cross Wilderness Area in Colorado. 

Police there said because of certain items 
found at the campsite, “there’s a strong rea- 
son to believe” it was Nelson’s* 'The human 
remains were found about 120 feet from the 
campsite* 

Tn 2010, his fiancee reported Nelson miss- 
ing when he failed to show up at an arranged 
meeting spot five days after he started his 
hike* Rescue teams spent the next four days 
scouring the mountainside for him before the 
search was called off 


Nelson’s sister, Christy Waters, said Mon- 
day that police will use DNA tests and dental 
records to determine whether the remains be- 
long to her brother, 

“We’re in shock, of course* All the sores arc 
opened again,” said Wxters, who was flying 
home to Iowa City from a vacation in Nevada 
so she could be with her family “This will be a 
really rough day” 

Nelson, who was involved with the Chi- 
cago Backpackers Meetup Group, was work- 
ing on a doctorate in religion and planned to 
teach theology at a university 

“Wt all have our ups and downs in life, but 
he was in his prime,” Waters said, “He had 
finally found someone that loved him. He fi- 
nally had found his passion and what he was 
meant to be doing*” 

She spoke of how much her daughter, who 
was 3 when Nelson disappeared, still talks 
about her uncle.

President honors men 
and women in uniform 


D ARLINGTON, Va. President Obama honored veterans 
Monday by noting “the light of a new day” of having 
U.S. troops home from Iraq and returning soon from Af- 
ghanistan, while promising not to send soldiers back to war 
without a clear need. 

Obama did not mention tension with Iran and Syria in his 
remarks to veterans and military families at a hot, sunny Me- 
morial Day ceremony focusing instead on the wars started by 
his predecessor, George W. Bush, that he wound down. 

‘After a decade under the dark cloud of war, we can see 
the light of a new day on the horizon,” he said at Arlington 
National Cemetery drawing applause when he noted the 
“milestone” of it being the first Memorial Day in nine years 


without Americans fighting and dying in Iraq. 

‘As commander in chief, I can tell you that sending our 
troops into harm’s way is the most wrenching decision that 
I have to make,” Obama said shortly after laying a wreath at 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 

“I can promise you I will never do so unless it is absolutely 
necessary and that when we do, we must give our troops a 
clear mission and the full support of a grateful nation.” 

Defense Secretary Leon Panetta, introducing Obama at 
the Arlington military cemetery said that 58,000 Ameri- 
cans died in the Vietnam War. More than 4,000 Americans 
died in Iraq from 2003 to 2011, and nearly 2,000 have died 
in Afghanistan from the war’s start in 2001 to date.

DEAD STREAK 


IT HAD TO END SOMETIME, RIGHT? CUBS NOT DWELLING ON 12-GAME SKID

Cobs general manager Jed I lover called it “tor- 
ture.” President Theo Epstein said it was painful. 
Manager Dale Sveum simply stated it's no fun. 

“It” was the Cobs 1 losing steak of 12 games head- 
ing into Monday's game vs. San Diego at Wrigley 
Held. 

“Sometimes, when you rip the scab off there's 
some pain until we grow' some new skin,” Epstein 
said. “We're going places. Ill is is a tough road .” 

That road came to a dead end Monday with a 
little help from Mother Nature. With the wind 
blowing out, the Cubs clubbed four home runs in 
an 11-7 win over the Padres. The victory momen- 
tarily eased the pain of the losing streak that was 
just two losses shy of the team record. But it was 
on the minds of the Cubs, dominating the pre- 
game talk. 

“There’s nothing fun about losing, especially 
losing 12 games in a row,” Sveum said. “But you 
don’t do anything different. Managing in the sev- 
enth inning, you’re not thinking, ‘Wow, we’ve lost 
12 in a row, I’ve got to do this.’ Aou’re doing every- 
thing you can, just as if you’ve won 12 in a row” 

That attitude paid off Monday and Epstein said 
he doesn’t feel the Cubs are throwing in the towel. 


“I see the guys fighting. I see them compet- 
ing. I don’t anyone quitting. I don’t see any- 
one completely losing it. That’s a good sign,” 
he said. “I think they’re going to work their 
way out of it. We knew there would be diffi- 
cult periods. This is where character reveals 
itself” 

And what is the Cubs’ character? Epstein 
said the streak isn’t “indicative of the type of 
team” the Cubs are. 

“I think we’re clearly better than this,” he 
said. “We had five pretty good series against 
decent teams coming into this stretch. Were 
we quite that good? No . Are we quite this bad? 
No. I think when you’re not the most talented 
team on the field on a regular basis, you have 
to play well to compete. If you don’t play well, 
you run the risk of stretches like this.” 

Hoyer said the losing streak “is torture for 
all of us,” but he believes “better times” are 
ahead. 

“There’s no question in my mind we’re go- 
ing to build a consistent winner here,” he said. 
“This is a really painful bump that we’re going 
through right now on the way to get there.”

A singer? No joke 

Bob Saget pulls off the anthem at U.S. Cellular Field

Bob Saget, the man best known as quintes- 
sential ’90s TV sitcom dad Danny Tanner, 
is standing behind home plate about to sing 
the national anthem before Saturday’s White 
Sox game in front of a half-full house at 
U.S. Cellular Field when a reporter asks him if 
he’s feeling any nerves.

In addition to hot dogs, which a Sox staffer 
provided him shortly after, Saget earned an- 
other reward for his stellar performance— a 
hug from Southpaw, the team’s green, furry 
mascot. 

“Southpaw’s very interesting,” he said. 
“Doesn’t smell like other mascots. Very clean.

He swears he’s never told his own kids a 
story as long as the one he’s been telling his 
fictional kids on the show and offered some 
insight on how things are going to wrap up for 
Ted Mosby and the gang. 

“I think it’s gonna end up like ‘50 Shades 
of Grey’ and I can’t say anything more than 
that,” he said with a laugh. 

While you’d think he might get sick of peo- 
ple coming up to him and referring to him as 
Danny Tanner nearly 20 years after the “Full 
House” ended its run, he said the exact oppo- 
site is true.

Consider the pos- 
sible outcomes of 
piling into a van for 
an off-limits tour of 
a deserted disaster 
area with potentially 
dangerous radiation 
levels: 

A. Everything 
goes smoothly while 
you take insensitive 
photos of crumbling 
buildings and empty 
fields, plus that cute 
shot of you kissing 
in front of a reactor. The excursion fails to 
justify your logic that while in Europe “we 
might as well see as much as we can.” 

B. The rundown van breaks and “extreme” 
tour guide Uri (Dimitri Diatchenko), whose 
sales pitch is “Imagine you have big city and 
no one’s there,” finds that after five years of 
tours without encountering hungry animals 
or more monstrous beings, his luck finally 
has run out. 

In “Chernobyl Diaries,” a group of unlik- 
able 20 -somethings (including Chicago 
native Jonathan Sadowski, Devin Kelley of 
“The Chicago Code” and singer Jesse Mc- 
Cartney) move from outcome A to B when 
they can’t resist the chance to tour, wait, 
what’s Chernobyl again? “Isn’t that where 
the nuclear disaster happened?” one of them 
asks. 

Yes it is, but lest the notion of turning the 
site of real-life tragedy into a generic horror 
movie seem offensive, “Chernobyl Diaries” 


Chernobyl 
i Diaries 


mostly takes place in the evacuated town 
of Pripyat right next to the power plant. So 
that’s totally in good taste. 

Unfortunately the story, if you can call 
an exploitative idea with mind-numbingly 
stupid behavior and zero explanation a story, 
comes from “Paranormal Activity” creator 
Oren Peli. Director Bradley Parker compe- 
tently builds tension of the usual silence- 
silence-silence- SOMETHING-LOUD 
variety, but anyone who’s ever seen a horror 
movie will predict the jumps and exclaim 
only during the constant unintentional 
laughs. 

For example: The remarkable ease of 
sneaking into the restricted area (nice try, 
small road block!) or the dwindling number 
of survivors hiding from killer dogs in a wide- 
open space. There, they find a bus riddled 
with bullet holes, prompting the line, “Who 
would shoot at a bus?” Because that’s what’s 
weird about this situation— the type of 
vehicle that was attacked. 

“We need to be smart about this,” says 
Amanda (Kelley), long after everyone has 
ignored every possible red flag but before 
they realize increasing radiation levels mean 
worse consequences than louder beeping on 
the radiation detect-o-meter. Although, hey, 
Uri said they wouldn’t be there long enough 
to risk exposure, so why worry?
